The mellow sunshine, contrasted 
brgihth: with the deep, cobalt blue 
of the sky, lhe green of leaves and

gardens, lending charming surpris- 
es, One we especially noticed in twe 
ditferent places wag the pariridge 
vine in bloom, Its sister blossoms, 
avhich are its glary, resembled the 
Mayflower In appearance and sweet- 
ness. Another was the shinleaf py- 
rola which xesembles our garden 
Iily-of-the-valley or the wild pipsisse- 
wa. 

Innumerable insects continued fo 
dance, bite and buzz. We fully ex- 
pected to need blood transfusions 
on our return, Why had we left our 
beg repellent at home?? 

The Mtle pond was calm and. 
penecful reflecting ils shore lines 
and one tiny boat was anchored in 

its. “harbor."" Wonder how it . got 
there? A tug over the frail, no doubt, 
by some interested people, 

A cliff at the left, its gray walls 
glowing with life, was softly ad- 
orned with foliage, Its feet were 
ninong the groves and its head bath- 
ed in light, 

When we were nearly back to the 
ear, in. almost perfect silence, a 
tree, only a hundred feet or so 

away In the forest to cur left, came 
down witha crash, Why, in all the 
hours of existence had it chesen this 
particular moment to fall? There 
was no wind, 

We faced the :miountains on our 
haneward way. The upper world of 
clouds swelled with visible motion, 
and piled high.
